All aliens. with few excep- 
tions. who are in the United 
States on January 1 each year 
must report their addresses by 
the end of that month. Only the 
following classes of aliens are 
excused fram this requirement: 
(1) Accredited Diplomats. and 
(2} Persons accredited to cer- 
jain international organizations. 

Forms with which to make 
the report can be obtained from 
any Post Office during tne 
month of January. 

Mr. Franklin said that the law 
provides severe penalties {or 
failure to comply with the 
reporting requirement.

The criticism of health care costs has become an 
shee says Sister Mary Hilda, R.S.M., Administrator of 
Mercy Hospital, Soaring hospital costs have provoked 
national headlines and have become standard in every 
comedian's repertoire. Business leaders have accused 
hesnitals of inefficient management; negotiators on both 
sides made health care costs a major issue in the 1976 auto 
talks. Arbitrary ceilings on reimbursement to hospitals have 
been imposed, yet the price of hospital supplies and 
equipment continues t increase 50% faster than the overall 
cost of living and each medical advance adds still more 
costs to an aiready overburdened system. = 
if hospitals have accomplished nothing else in the pasi 
few decades, they can take credit for uniting public opinion.

They must also contend with state and federal 
regulations, which increase patient costs but not bensfils, 
and third party reimbursement which is less than hospital 
costs. Sharing costs has become the number one problem 
facing hospitals. ; 

Hospitals aren't immune to higher consumer prices. 
Last year's budget doesn't stretch any farther ina hospital 
than it does in your home. And the only way for hospitals to 
make ends meet, unfortunately, is to increase their only 
source of income: charges to patients. 

On a national average, for example, the cost Of soaps 
and detergents purchased by hospitals have increased 25% 
in the past year, sheets are 15% more expensive. Electricity 
costs for hospitals are up 20% and natural gas cosis nearly 
40% more than the previous year. The most dramatic change 
is the 200% increase in the cost of malpractice insurance. 

Hospital expenses are multiplied because hospitals 
never close. They are ready for patients 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, and this means round-the-clock staffing 
as well as maintenance. 

Hospitals try to economize wherever pussibie, bul they 
can’t influence the overail trend of spirating costs. Inflation 
is camnonent af hosnital costs that is generally beyond 


the control of the hospital or the patient. 

Sister added, most people would agree that you can't 
put a price tag on health. wnen you'le sick, you want to aet 
well- whatever the cosi. 

And, the major reason for increased hospital costs, 
hesides inflation, is the higher level of service hospitals can 
now provide. Although you spend more for hospital care 
today, you're getting more for your money. 

You are more likely to get well, and to get well faster 
and with less discomfort, than you were a decade ago. And 
although one day of care may cost more than it used to, 
chances are you'll spend fewer days in the hospitai for the 
same condition. 

New diagnostic procedures, monitoring systems, and 
surgical advances make possible a level of care undreamed 
of in our grandparent's day. 

Technologies like these, and the people who have been 
trained to apply them. do raise hospital charges. Uniess you 
use @ complex procedure to fraat a simple problem. these 
modern techniques are invaluable. After all, the most 
important cost to be avoided in a hospital is the cost of 
human life. .

How much is a trillion? 

t's a whale lot, to be sure. The 
concept of a trillion of anything boggles 
the mind. A trillion is a thousand 
billion, for heaven's sake. 


TL ee ee ee 


Bui as citizens and as taxpayers, we 
might as well get ready to cope with the 
concept of a trillion. The noun “trillion” 
is destined for a very important place in 
our financial vocabulary, claims the 
American instiiute of Certified Public 
Accountants. 

According to estimates released by 
the United States Treasury Department, 
federal cutlays for ttle present fiscal 
year, from Get. i, 1976 inough Sepi. 
31, 1977, will just miss the half-trillion 
mark, and will exceed receipts by som 
$57 billion. : 

Looking at some actual numbers, the 
Treasury department reports that during 
the first quarter of fiscal 1977 (October - 
December 1976), spending was $98.9 
billion with $76.2 billion in receipts. 

The Treastiry department predicts 
that outlays will reach $411.2 billion for 
the year with receipts of $354 billion. 

Of the $411 billion in expecied dis- 
bursements, the Department of Heaith, 
Education and Welfare is the largest 
spender. at just under $148 billion, 
followed hy ine Department of Defense 
at just over $100 billion. 

The third largesi fe s $42 
billion for interest on the public debt. 
Now that’s a point to ponder. 

Turning to the income side almost 60 
percent of the $354 billion in federal 
revenue comes from income taxes -- 
$159 billion in individual income taxes 
and more than $56 billion in corporate 
income taxes. 

Government keeps getting more and 
more expensive: if we're at a half- 
trillion, can a whole trillion be far 
behind?

PLEA BARGAINING 

What is olea bargaining? Essentially. i: is a judicial concept 
involving a plea of Guilty by a defendant in return for concessions 
by the state. It is perhaps ong cl tne most controversial and. 
undyubiediy, ong of the most misunderstond phases of the 
Criminal justice sysinm The United States Supreme Cait has 
characterized plea bargaining as a “venerable institution” while 
certain critics consider it to be “outrageous”. 

Essentially, when a plea bargain is offered. ine prosecution is 


ta on tor 


prepared to otter some concessiuns iu ite Detendant in rc 
bis guilty plea. Concessions may include: tower the number of 
charges. reducing the charge (from serious to less serious charge) 
tuLommeanding a certain Kind of sentence to the .Iucige ar any 
combination of these. In the ‘deal situation. the parties would feel 
that thers are mytual advantages 

Plea bargains pley a vital, practical role in the administration of 
criminal justice. 1 all c/iminal defendants insisted upon trial (rather 
than the 10% to 20% wea do so today) the Court system would 
literally cease to function because of the overload. Essentialty, 
nobody denies the Criminal Caurts must have seme form of 
summary proceedings to dispose of cases in which defendants do 
not desire a full trial. But there are many critics who deplore the 
present compromise. suggesting the possibility that innocent 


aaah may plead guilty out of Ha le over the practical 
7 j Its whan at the 


impairment of ‘correctional onjectives wien Geienuanis alive sii the 
prison system embittered over cursory treatment they have 
experienced during plea bargaining: and the respect for criminal 
justice endangered when citizens and law enforcement officers 
observe many serious defenders aliowed to plead to relatively 
minor offenses. 

Proponents of the traditional guilty plea practice stress its 
inevitibility in (he criminal justice system which relies so heavily 
upon it and is virtually incapable of functioning without it. Among 
the atiractive features of plea bargaming, proponents point to ihe 
ihabillative benefit of havina a defandant acknowledge guilt and 
mave forward rapidly to sentencing, i.e., justice swift and sure. 

It «would be impossible to adequately explain or provide 
illustrations of the plea bargain system within the structures of this 
column. However, perhaps it is noteworthy that almost none of the 
observers of this system advocate elimination of the plea 
bargaining system understa! ding that is oaly one phase of a 
mullifacel procedure in ig the police, private citizens. 
prosecutor, defendant, defense atiorney. judge. jury, ano 
correctional institutions; ail of which must work together in orcer 
10 provide and insure fair criminal justice in Our Country.
